GRANT. Neb, Feb 12—OP)—Babe 
Snyder, mortally wounded by a gun 
in the banes of Joy Crow. 15 year 
old North Platte school boy, was 
stoically Indifferent to the manner 
in which he had been shot, when 
questioned after the death of his 
pal Axel Johnson. Frank Truitt, 
rancher, testified for the state in 
Crow’s trial here today. 
He asked God to let him live but 
refused to sty what had happened, 
Truitt related. 
Never mind what happened lo 
me, get me to a doctor.” Truitt said 
Snyder implored, after he had been 
taken from the scene of the double 
slaying, 7 miles southwest of here, 
by T ruitt and his wife and Frank 
Smith, a nearby rancher.
